GETTLE KIDNAPERS 


Be Sought So Criminals 
_ May Not Be Eligible for

LOS ANGELES, May 16.—-(#/)— 
Three kidnapers ot William F. Get- 
tle, oil millionaire, went to San Quen- 
tin prison tonight—to stay if authori- 
ties have their way—while police 
hunted still another suspect in the 
$60,000 ransom game that failed. 

The law worked at breakneck speed 
all day to put the snatchers away for 
life and encountered but one obstacle, 
the trio’s not guilty plea to a quickly 
returned federal indictment designed 
to prevent their parole from the state 
prison. 

Heavily armed police went out on 
a mysterious mission—evidently in an 
effort to pick up the fourth suspect 
—as the confessed kidnapers, James 
Kirk, Larry Kerrigan and Roy Wil- 
liams, were brought into federal court. 
Officers later reported the fourth sus- 
pect had not been located but still 
was being hunted. They did not go

PINCHOT'S DEFEAT | 
AT HANDS OF REED 
STARTS DISPUTE 


Republicans See Pennsyl- 
vania Results as Blow at 
‘New Deal,’ While Dem- 
ocrats Claim ‘No Test.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—(4)— 
Republican declarations that the re- 
nomination of Senator Reed, of Penn- 
sylvania. sharp-tongued foe of the 
Roosevelt program, mirrored  senti- 
ment against the administration poli- 
cies clashed today with blunt demo- 
cratic counter-assertions. 

Reed, Representative Snell, of 
New York, the house republican lead- 
er, and Senator Hastings, of Dela- 
ware, said in statements of varying 
length and force that it was a defi- 
nite contest involving the “new deal” 
principles; Postmaster-General Farley 
said it wasn’t; President Roosevelt 
had no comment. 

Senator Robinson, democratic leader 
of the senate, observed that the mar- 
gin by which the Reed forces won in 
the state was “much less than the ma- 
jority by which the republicans car- 
ried the state in 1932.” He added: 

“It would be just as fair and intel- 
ligent for democrats to contend that 
the overwhelming majority given a 
champion of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration in the Pennsylvania demo- 
cratic primary is conclusive evidence 
that the state of Pennsylvania gives 
cordial support to the administration.” 

The vote was taken by Representa- 
tive Britten, republican, Illinois, as 
the “first notice from a thoroughly 
cosmopolitan state of the waning pop- 
ularity and fear of the Roosevelt pol- 
icies which are piling up the most 
tremendous deficit which the federal 
treasury has known since the incep- 
tion of our government.” 

The Arizona democratie senator, 
Ashurst, tersely said that “the Dutch 
have captured Holland; the republic- 
atts have won again in Pennsyivania 
—there doesn’t seem to be much news 
in that.” 

Governor Gifford Pinchot, Reed’s 
opponent, conceded defeat, with the 
explanation that illness which barred 
him from campaigning the state was 
the cause. 

Reed said: 

“I interpret the result to mean 
that in Pennsylvania we want neither 
the old deal, nor the new deal, but 
the square deal.” 

Farley’s comment was short. 

He said he did not regard the Penn- 
sylvania fight as an issue between the 
supporters of the Roosevelt recovery 
program and its critics. 

Snell said the vote “shows that 
the American people are not all crazy 
and not all influenced by free jobs; 
this was a clean-cut contest between 
adherents to the new deal and ad- 
herents to the’ original American 
principles. It is going to provide 
encouragement all along the line.” 

Representative Byrns. of Tennes- 
see, the democratic leader, said: 

“T don’t see how republicans can 
get any comfort out of the Reed 
vote. Pennsylvania always has been 
a rock-ribbed republican state, yet 
we find republicans giving a tremen- 
dous support to a man with demo- 
cratic ideas.

Pilot Knocks Out Boy 
To Prevent Plane Leap

CONTRACTS SIGNED 
WITH ARCHITECTS 
FOR HOUSING WORK 


Burge & Stevens and Ed- 
wards & Sayward To 
Make Drawings; Early 
Construction Start Seen 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.-—Offi- 
cials of the national public works ad- 
ministration announced late today 
that contracts for the architectural 
drawings in connection with the two 
important federal low-cost housing 
and slum clearance projects previous- 
ly approved for Atlanta have been 
signed by the federal housing cor- 
poration and the way is now open for 
early start of a¢tuni work on the de- 
velopments. 

The contracts were awarded to 
Burge & Stevens, for Techwood, and 
Edwards & Sayward, for the univer- 
sity work, who are empowered to pro- 
ceed. with drawings for the two 
projects. | 

The first of the projects, Techwood, 
embracing several city blocks for 
white occupancy between the down- 
town business section and the Geor- 
gia School of Technilogy, calls for 
an expenditure of more than $2,000,- 
000, while the second, the University 
Housing Corporation, designed for col- 
ored occupation near Atlanta Uni- 
versity, involves a slightly less sum. 

At the same time it was learned 
from public works officials that the 
department probably will be able to 
purchase remaining tracts for the 
Techwood project without the neces- 
sity of resorting to legal condemna- 
tion proceedings. This, it was said, 
will greatly simplify procedure and 
will enable the Federal Housing Cor- 
poration, an agency of the PWA, to

WASHINGTON, May 16.—(/)— 
Silver legislation at this session was 
decided upon today after a two-hour 
conference between President Roose- 
velt and the senate silver bloc. 

The president prepared to send a 
special message to congress within 
the next day or two recommending 
the two-point program that has been 
in mind since a tentative understand- 
ing was reached with the silver group 
about two weeks ago. 

The plan calls for permissive na- 
tionalization of dowestie stocks of the 
metal and a mandatory declaration of 
policy that silver shall be purchased 
until it constitutes 25 per cent of the 
metallic monetary basis. 

Silverites Jubila:t. 

The silver group was jubilant after 

the talk today end members reported

Senator Borah, republican, Idaho. 
who heretofore has been pessimistic 
about the possibility of action at this 
session, said -on leaving the White 
House: 

“We're getting along fine. We've 
made more progress today than at any 
other time.” 

“There will be action this session,” 
confidently predicted Senator Pitt- 
man, democrat, Nevada, and Senator 
Adams, democrat, Colorado, said 
“there is no conflict.” 

Tax Undecided. 

_ The only question left for considera- 
tion, it was said, was whether there 
would be a tax on the profits of those 
holding domestic stocks of the metal. 

The majority of the silver group ap- 
parently would like to see the tax pre- 
posal eliminated but indicated they 
were willing to accept it if Secretary 
Morgenthau or the president insisted.

Federal laws against the manu- 
facture, transportation, possession or 
purchase of liquor which does not 
hear the proper federal license stamp 
in a dry staté, such as Georgia, are 
now more rigid than they were be- 
fore repeal of the national prohipi- 
tion laws and the adoption of the 
new national liquor control statutes. 

More people are peing indicted in 
the federal court for the northern 
district of Georgian than were in- 
dicted under the prohibition era. 

Since December 5 last, when na- 
tional repeal went into effect, until 
May 1, 251 persons were indicted in 
thie district for violation of the fed- 
eral liquor laws, it was stated Wed- 
nesday at the office of United States 
District Attorney Lawrence Camp. 
in the federal building. 

This covers a period of about five 
months. For approximately the same 
length of time, prior to the effective- 
ness of repeal, or from July 1 last 
to December, 188 persona were in- 
dicted.

During 19 Days’ Captivity 


TUCSON, Ariz. May 16.—(?)— 


Little June Robles expressed hope 


today her kidnapers soon will be 
caught and hare “some chains sround 
them.” 

Visiting the sheriff’s office, the 6- 
year-old girl viewed again the sheet- 
iron box in which she spent 1) days 
chained underground in the desert. 
She eyed the box and the remains of 
food found in it when she was res- 
cued, and commented: 

“I hope when they catch those kid- 
napers, they put some chains around 
them.” 

Inspecting the left-over food crit- 
ically and with apparent distaste, 
June said the bananas were “rot- 
ten.”

“When I was put in the box they 
covered it over with something. I 
think it was dirt and brush. I didn't 
have much light.

“I slept on it. The next time they 
came thore they took it away and 
fave me some gunny sacks. .

“The men didn’t come there very 
often. One week I didn’t see them at 
all. I think they came there only 
three times. Maybe it was four. 

“Two used to come together, and 
one day a third came along and 
brought me some sandwiches, There 
were two peanut, butter, one egg and 
one ham. They were good, too. The 
other times 1 had too many sweet 
things. 

“You know I sure was lonesome. At 
night I couldn’t sleep because I heard 
noises, I slept in'the day some times. 
When it got too hot I couldn’t sleep 
at all. 

“I was there a long time. I thought 
it was Sunday when Uncle Lichi 
(Carlos Robles) . and Mr. Houston 
came for me, It was Monday they told 
me. I remembered the days pretty 
good, though. 

“When Uncle Lichi and Mr. Hous- 
ton came for me I thought it was the 
men who took me away.

We start- 
ed away and then I remembered I 
forgot my report card. We went back 
and got it. I wanted my mama to 
see it. I had two grade one marks. 

“We drove right home. My mama 
was there. She kissed me and hugged 
me, My daddy came home and kissed 
me. My grandfather and grandmother 
were there too, and they kissed me.

“Listen, you,” the note warned, 
“Follow our orders and don’t be ner- 
yous. Drive where you are told, and 
you and your child will not be hurt.

KEAN FACING BATTLE 
FOR JERSEY SENATE SEAT 

NEWARK, N. J., May 16.—(P}—~ 
Hamilton F. Kean, wealthy Wall 
Street banker who was swept into a 
seat in the United States senate in 
the Hoover landslide in 1928, today 
faced the keenest opposition of his 
00-year political career in his quest 
for re-election to the smaller house 
of congress. 

Nominated in yesterday’s New Jer- 
sey primary which featured the four- 
cornered race for the republican guber- 
natorial designation, Kean now must 
campaign against Governor A. Harry 
Moore, considered the democratic 
party’s foremost vote getter in New 
Jersey. 

Kean yesterday piled up a 3-to-1 
margin of victory over former As- 
semblyman James G. Blauvelt, of 
an exponent of = state- 
owned utilities and a foe of Wall 
Street, even though he disdained to 
enter the primary campaign in person. 

Moore, twice elected the state’s 


est majority ever accorded a guberna- 
torial candidate in the state—was un- 
opposed. 

Political observers, pointing to 
Moore’s vote in 1931, anticipated a 
vigorous campaign would be unfolded 
by Kean from now until November. 
National issues are.-certain to the 
point of contention inasmuch as Kean, 
a republican of the old order, is an 
opponent of President Roosevelt 
while Moore is an ardent supporter 
of the “new deal.”

Mayor James L. Key Wednesday 
advocated another referendum on 
eastern time for Atlanta. 

His view was expressed during the 


morning, when a discussion of the 
proposed referendum on establishment 
of daylight saving time for Atlanta 
during the summer months was in 


Key believes that both issues should 
he placed before Atlantans, with a 

view of obtaining public reaction to 
both proposals. 

If eastern time were voted 
could be an understanding about 
whether daylight saving time also 
would be placed in operation, it was 
pointed out. 

Adoption of eastern standard time 
for Atlanta to supplant the present 
ceutral standard time would advance 
eldcks here an hour the year around, 
while daylight saving time would ad- 
vance them an hour only during the 
summer months. 

“I believe that another referendum 
on eastern time would gaih a great- 
er popular expression in the forth- 
coming primary than it did in the 
December, 1931, general election,” 
Kev said, 

Sentiment May Have Changed. 

“It seems to me that those advocat- 
ing the change should be given the 
opportunity to vote on the issue, re- 
gardiess of the results. The mind of 
the voting public may have changed 
since the 1931 referendum, At any 
rate, no harm would be done by al- 
lowing the voters to express their 
preterence. 

“T would like to see the issue set- 
tled by so large a vote that there 
could be no doubt as to the sentiment 
of the publie on the question. Follow- 
ing the last election, some said the 
vote was not representative. 

“Roth issues should be on the bal- 
lot, in my opinion. Voters should be 
alowed the privilege of casting their 
ballot for daylight saving time as 
against the present central standard 
time, and also for eastern standard 
time as against the present central 
standard time. 

“When this is done by a represen- 
tative vote, I think we should abide | 
by the result. 

“If eastern time were voted, I 
would be disposed to issue a proclama- 
tion setting eastern standard time for | 
Atlanta immediately after the results | 
were known, 

“Rut I want a popular expression 
which cannot be questioned. ne 
10,202 Voted in 1931. 

In the December 2. 1931, general 
election a total of 19,978 persons were | 
eligible to cast ballots. A_ total of | 
4.706 voted for eastern standard time 
and 5.896 cast ballots against the 
change. | 

About half the registration list vot- | 
ed. There is ordinarily little general | 
interest in general elections. Nomina- | 
tions which are made in primaries are | 
tantamount to election and relatively 
few persons visit the polls in general | 
elections. | 

Key's proposal would put the mat- 
ter up to Atlantans in the September 
26 primary.

|SHORT SHRIFT FOR KIDNAPERS. 


The dramatic swiftness with which 
life terms were given to the three 
men responsible for the kidnaping 
of William F. Gettle, of Los An- 
géles, upon their pleas of guilty, 
will go far toward lessening the 
threat from this heinous type of 
crime ‘in every section of the 
country. 

The skillful and alert work of the 
Los Angeles police and the staff of 
the prosecuting attorney’s office 
brought about the release of the 
kidnaped man, the arrest of the 
guilty parties, the extraction of 
confessions and the sentences by 
the court within a period of less 
than 48 hours. 

When the forces of law and order 
move with such speed and cer- 
tainty there exists no danger of an 
outraged public taking the law into 
its own hands, as was the case re- 
cently in the San Jose kidnaping, 
and a powerful deterrent to crime 
is created. 
lf, following the quick “putting 
away” of the Los Angeles kidnap- 
ers, the human fiends responsible 
for the brutal kidnaping of the lit- 
tle Robles girl in Arizona are cap- 
tured and the courts again func- 
tion smoothly and sternly, there 
will be a feeling of universal re- 
lief, 

With state authorities and courts 

aroused to the seriousness of the 
kidnaping threat, and with the fed- 
eral department of justice giving 
wholehearted co-operation to the 
detection of this type of criminal, 
there will be few, if any, even of 
this desperate class of law-breakers 
who will dare to attempt such a 
crime. 
Kidnaping strikes directly at the 
Safety of the home, not only man’s 
most prized possession, but “the 
very foundation of modern civili- 
zation.” An aroused public has de- 
manded that the activities of kid- 
napers be brought to an end, and 
State, local and federal law en- 
forcement agencies have swung 
into co-operative action in a man- 
ner which, as evidenced by the 
Gettle case, gives promise that this 
end has been achieved, or at least 
is in sight. 


SOVIETS TO TALK DEBTS. 


The reported changed attitude of 
the soviet government towards the 
$187,000,000 debts contracted in 
this country by the Kerensky gov- 
ernment is a clear-cut victory for 
American diplomacy. 

The soviets have determinedly re- 
fused to acknowledge or to discuss 
these debts, and when several weeks 
ago they were brought into promi- 


nence through the provisions of the 
Johnson bill prohibiting loans by 
private American agencies to nations 
that are in default to us, the Stalin 
government reiterated its repudia- 
tion of these debts. 


Now the word comes from Mos- 
cow that the soviet government is 
willing to enter into a discussion on 
the funding of the millions loaned 
to Kerensky. This does not mean, 
of course, that the debts will even- 
tually be paid, but it is a definite 
step in that direction, and again em- 
phasizes the improved diplomacy of 
Our state department under the di- 
rection of Secretary Hull.

Death. 


Man’s age-old battle for the con- 
quest of death took a great step for- 
ward on May 1, when Prof. Alexander 
Smirnoff, well-known heart specialist 
in Moscow, brought back to life a 
man who had been pronounced dead. 
In the course of the day I called Mos- 
cow on the telephone from Paris and 
had the following conversation with 
the famous scientist : 

Question: “Is it true that you op- 
erated on a man this morning, who 
had been pronounced dead?” 

Answer: “Quite. correct.” 

Question: “Was the man quite dead 
when he was brought to your clinic?” 

Answer: “Quite dead.” 

“The heart had stopped at least 
nine minutes before I was brought to 
his side. But the heart was not yet 
quite rigid. The man had succumbed 
to over-strain in connection with the 
celebrations.” 

Question: “How 

now ?” 

Answer: “He is doing very well. 
His pulse is normal and he will be 
able to leave the hospital in a few 
days. It is not likely that he will 
suffer any ill after-effects.” 

Question; “Is it possible to bring 
back to life anyone who has died?” 
Answer: “No: we are dealing ex- 
clusively with casey of cardiac attacks 
and angina pectoris. When the heart 
is diseased we can do nothing.” 
Question: “Is this “the first time 
you -have operated on a dead person 
and Drought him back to life?” 
Answer: “This .is our twenty-sec- 
ond case.” 

Question: ‘Are all 22 alive today?” 
Answer: ‘‘Twenty-one are living. 
One died for the second time, perma- 
nently, I mean.” 

Question: “Is it true that you re- 
move the entire heart during opera- 
tions and try and keep the blood cir- 
culating artificially by a sort of pump, 
a substitute artificial heart?” 
Answer: “We have tried that meth- 
od several times.”’ 

Question: “Successfully?” 

Answer: “Quite successfully, yes.” 
Question: “How long did you work 
over the last patient before life re- 
turned?” 

Answer: “Fully 45 minutes. But 
last week we had a case of a young 
man who had been electrocuted and 
who was brought dead to our clinic. 
We started an artificial circulation 
of the blood, but it took a full hour 
before symptoms of returning life be- 
came evident.” 

Question: “But all these people 
were really dead?” 

Answer: “Certainly, they were pro- 
nounced dead by competent medical 
men. Under ordinary circumstances 
they would now be buried long ago. 
In my estimation, however, the body 
is not quite dead when the heart stops 
beating and respiration is suspended. 
If surgical intervention follows quick- 
ly enough, that is, before the heart 
grows rigid, they can be saved. We 
have brought back several persons on 
whom camphor injections, ete., had 
not the slightest effect. We have 
treated only cases where patients had 
died of overstrain, shock and elec- 
trocution.” 

Question: “Did any of the pa- 
tients talk of their subconscious im- 
pressions, were there any mental im- 
pressions while they were dead?” 
Answer: “No, when you are dead, 
there are no impressions.” 
Question: “Did you actually ask 
any of these resuscitated people 
whether they recalled anything?” 
Answer: “I don't ask foolish ques- 
tions.” 

Professor Alexander Smirnoff is 
dean of the medical faculty of Mos- 
cow and chief of the state clinic for 
heart diseases. His research and ex- 
perimentations are well “known 
throughout the world. He studied in 
Heidelberg and at the Sorbonne in 
Paris before the revolution and start- 
ed his special research in heart dis- 


eases 20 years ago.

That may not sound unusual to outsiders, but it is really amaz- 
ing. Bills are like babies. Their fathers are always proud of them, 
no matter how puny the offspring may seem to the outside world. 

Not so with S 2817. It is the first nameless waif to be found in 
_the bill hopper in congress. 


TILL TAPPING There is a reason for that. The bill has been 

all dressed up in legal verbiage so that it 
looks like a thousand other unintelligible and meaningless laws 
passed every session. 

Its text is brief. It says: 

“Be it enacted, etc., that the act entitled an act relating to 
contracts and agreements under the agricultural adjustment act, 
approved January 25, 1934, is amended by insering before the 
period at the end thereof a comma and the following: The federal 
farm loan act, as amended, and the home owners’ loan act of 1933.” 

That sounds as if the unproud fathers of the bill were not eager 
to make their purpose clear to the average congressional observer. 
At least that has been the effect. | 

‘No one has said a word except Senator Fletcher, of Florida. In 
his customary inaudible voice, he explained the measure to Senator 
Fess when the senate passed the bill unanimously April 25. 

Fletcher’s explanation was that it would amend the law so 
congressmen could borrow money from the government on their 
own farms and homes. 

“ And yet people say congressmen are not smart. 


EASY MONEY The bill is now pending in the house. If it 
_can be slipped through there as quietly as it 


was puShed through the senate unanimously, some think President 
Roosevelt might sign it. 

He will not. The congressmen are doomed to disappointment. 
The president has been forewarned. 

It has been pointed out to him that congressmen who get 
$9,500 a year salary, plus mileage, from the government are not 
exactly in dire need of relief loans. But that is not the most im- 
portant point. 

The farm credit administration is lending now about 75 per 
cent of the appraised value on farm properties. That is all most 
farm properties are worth. Appraisals are liberal. They have re- 
cently been made more liberal because congressmen raised so much 
Cain about harsh appraisals. 

The appraisers are appointed by the AAA and HOLC, many on 
the recommendation of congressmen. When so appointed, they 
serve in the districts from which the congressmen come. Under 
such circumstances, appraisers are very apt to have hallucinations 
about the value they place on the property of congressmen from 
whom they get their jobs. 

Congressmen could easily unload their private 
on the government through such a system. 

At least, that is what earlier lawmakers had in mind when they 
wrote the criminal code. 

The truth seems to be that 99 per cent of the congressmen 
probably never heard of the bill, which now is on the verge of 
final passage. 

Apparently, it was written by three or four who put their heads 
together and decided they needed AAA or HOLC loans. 

Thus far, it has been given only routine consideration, but, when 
it gets to the White House, it will be given something else.

GLASS Administration liberals were the backstage workers who 
kept Senator Glass off the stock market conference com- 
mittee.

Beale Street Blues MEMPHIS, 
Really Racial. 


had told me 
that the principal point of interest in 
Memphis would be Beale street. the 
negroes’ Broadway, for which W. C. 
Handy, the Irving Berlin of the col- 
ored race, named his famous lament, 
“The Beale Street Blues.” This 
seems to have been not so much an 
original theme as one man’s arbi- 
er version of a racial moan which 
has been heard through the south with 
variations ever since the first black 
men weré brought in from Africa. .The 
melancholy negro sang blues long be- 
fore W. C. Handy was born, but he 
sang free-style, rolling his own words 
to express his sadness and varying the 
tune of his dirge according to the 
depth of his individual woe. W. C. 
Handy nowadays has his life among 
the aristocracy of Lenox avenue, in 
Harlem, New York, but he is honored 
in his own home town, for Memphis 
named a little patch of grass Handy 
park in recognition of his distinction 
in the arts.

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Canned Peaches in F ete Belt Hub 


Are Higher Than in 21 Other Cities 


WASHINGTON, May 16—Re- 
gardiess of the fact that Atlanta is 
the center of the nation’s recognized 
peach state, housewives in the Geor- 
gia capital were paying more for can- 
ned peaches on April 10 than were 
buyers in other cities far removed 
from the fruit belt. 

The average price for No, 2 1-2 
cans throughout the United States as 
a whole upon May 10 was fixed at 
18 cents. Atlanta was paying 18.1 
cents. The same quantity of peaches 
could be purchased in Baltimore for 
16 cents. Memphis and New Orleans 
obtained their canned peaches for 17.2, 
Jacksonville for 15.6 and Newark, 
aXe ry for 15.3 

These figures were made available 
through retail price lists in various 
markets of the nation by the bureau 
of labor statistics of the United 
States department of labor. The bu- 
reau collects and compiles average 
food prices in 51 cities every two 
weeks, 

Average retail food prices dropped 
a little over the period during the 
two weeks ending April 10. On April 
10, the index of the statistics was 
107.4. Two weeks earlier it was 108, 
and a year ago 90.4, 

Milk Price Lower. 

Atlanta paid less than the aver- 
age in the United States for milk. 
The nation-wide average was 11.1 
cents a quart on April 10, while the 
Atlahta figure was 10.5; butter av- 
eraged 29.3 cents a pound for the 
United States, and Atlanta paid 
31.8; cheese averaged 24.1 cents a 
pound and Atlanta paid 21.1. 

_ Bread prices also were above the 
United States average in Atlanta. 
The white bread average was 8 cents 
a pound and Atlanta paid 8.7; rye 
bread average was 8.6, Atlanta paid 
9:5; whole wheat average was §&.7, 
Atlanta paid 8.9. 

Atlanta also was above the nation’s 
average in the prices paid for cereal 
products. The flour average per pound 
was 4.8, Atlanta paid 5.5; macaroni 
averaged 15.6 and Atlanta paid 16.5; 
wheat cereal, packages, averaged 24.3, 
Atlanta paid 25.6, and in this last 
item was exceeded only by Little 
Rock, Ark., which paid 28. 

Pork chops and lard succeeded in 
giving Atlanta a place below the gen- 
eral average, but beef steak was out 
of line. The average price of pork 
dropped 4-10 of a cent during the 
period ending Apzil 10. The round 
steak average in the United States 
was 25.6, and Atlanta paid 27.2; rib 
roast averaged 20.8, Atlanta paid 20.7; 
chuck roast averaged 15.5, Atlanta 
paid 15.0. Pork chops struck a na- 


tion-wide average of 23.7, but in At- 
ane they sold for 23.0. Lard here 
was 10.4, with the nation’s average 
10.3. Whole hams sold at an average 
of 18.6 in the United States, but 
Atlantans paid 17.9. 

Atlanta’s retail sales in mutton 
fluctuated also. The national aver- 
age for a pound®of leg of lamb was 
25.2, but Atlanta paid 23.3. Breast 
of lamb sold at an average of 10.7, 
but the Atlanta cost was 11.4; square 
chucks averaged 18.1 elsewhere, but 
the Atlanta figure was 15.3. 


Poultry Under Average. 

Poultry and eggs sold below the 
national average in Atlanta. For hens 
the average was 24.7, but Atlanta 
paid only 20.4; eggs, nationally, were 
24.0, and Atlanta paid 21.9, 

Potatoes and onions were higher 
than the average, but cabbage was 
ogee point below. For potatoes 

e national average was, per pound, 
2.7, and Atlanta paid 3.4; onions, na- 
tionally, were 4.44, but Atlanta paid 
5.7; cabbage averaged 3.5, but At- 
lanta paid 2.7. 

Atlanta paid more for carrots than 
any other city in the country, ex- 
cepting Washington, D. C., and Rich- 
mond, Va. The national average was 
5.0 per bunch, but Atlanta paid 7.1. 
Washington paid 7.7, and Richmond 
7.1. Head lettuce averaged 8.2 in the 
nation and Atlanta paid 8.9; spinach 
averaged 6.7 and Atlanta paid 7.4. 
Baltimore, however, paid 8.7 for its 
spinach. 


Atlanta had oranges at a price 10 
points below tue national average on 
April 10, The average was 27.7, but 
Atlanta paid aie 17, Chicago paid 
16 and Jacksonville 14.4. The national 
average for bananas was 22.1, Atlan- 
ta paid 20.9. Apples averaged 6.4, but 
Atlanta paid 6.9. 

Twenty-one cities of the United 
States paid less for canned peaches 
than did Atlanta. The same applied 
to pears and pineapples, but Atlanta 
paid less for peas and tomatoes. For 
pears the national average was 20.8, 
and Atlanta paid 22.3; for pineapples 
the national average was 21.9, and 
Atlanta paid 23,1: the national aver- 
ge for corn was 11.3 for a No. 2 can, 
Atlanta paid 11.9; average for peas 
was 16.4: Atlanta paid 14.5: aver- 
age “-r «matoes was 10.6; Atlanta 
paid iv. 

In April, 1933, to April, 1934, for 
14 important foods, consumers paid 
$14.68, and the farmers obtained 
$4.81. On April 10, this year, the 
consumer was paying $17.14 for the 
14 foods, and the farmer was getting 


$6.41 of the amount. 


POSTAL ASSAILS 
WESTERN UNION 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—A)— 
Unfair propaganda against the com- 
charged to 
Western Union today by the Postal 
Telegraph Company. 

The charge was one of a series of 
developments involving the communi- 
cations industry. They included: 

Western Union officials hinted at 
the NRA hearing that they would 
take their fight against the code into 
the courts if necessary. 

Postal officials said that unfair 
practices by Western Union and the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company were standing in the way 
of recovery. 

The house commerce committee con- 
cluded hearings on a bill to set up a 
special agency to regulate communica- 
tions systems. 

The NRA hearing, which attracted 
a list of witnesses long enough to re- 
quire two days of testifying, received 
testimony, also, from Postal officials 
that the biggest competitor of their 
company had circulated “false asser- 
tions” to stimulate opposition among 
telegraph users to the code. 

Western Union Backed. 

Banking and brokerage houses, com- 
modity shippers and commission mer- 
chants, railroads, private industries 
and newspapers had spokesmen to 
second Western Union’s protest 
against code regulations which would 
eliminate special advantages now 
given many classes of customers. 

Francis R. Stark, general solicitor 

of Western Union. said his company 
would have no alternative but “to 
wage a legal contest along all fronts, 
necessarily challenging some of the 
fundamentals of the national recovery 
act.” 
He and R. B. White, president, and 
J. C. Willever, first vice president of 
Western Union, based opposition to 
any NRA code for their industry on 
these grounds: 

That if trade practice regulation 
must be had, the interstate commerce 
commission or the now expected com- 
munications commission would be the 
agency to exercise it and not NRA. 

That the public has no complaint 
against the telegraph industry. 

That no abuses exist. 

That the elimination of special low 
rates for many classes of service 
would not increase revenues and thus 
help employment but would instead

Unfair Practices. 

Howard L. Kern, vice president of 
Postal, said unfair practices by West- 
ern Union and American Telephone & 
Telegraph stood in the way of pros- 
perity for the telegraph companies and 
that if American Telephone & Tele- 
grap were forced by the code to lose 
much of its teletype service, it would 
be only because this was built up 
on unfair and unjustifiable practices. 

Kern, however, suggested many 
changes in NRA’s code draft.

mine, who had the closest fa- 
miliar experience of this unhap- 
piness, in London, in the coun- 
try, in France, in Italy, wher- 
ever we have been, year after 
year, month after morf®h, week 
after week, day after day, will 
bear testimony to this. 

“Nothing has, on many occa- 
sions, stood between us and a 
separation, but Mrs. Dickens’ sis- 
ter, Georgina Hogarth. From 
the age of 15 she has devoted 
herself to our home and our chil- 
dren. She has been their play- 
mate, nurse, instructress, friend, 
protectress, adviser and com- 
panion. In the manly considera- 
tion toward Mrs. Dickens which 
1 owe to my wife, | will merely 
remark of her that the peculiar- 
ity of her character has thrown 
all the children on someone else. 
| do not know—I cannot by any 
stretch of fancy imagine—what 
would have become of them but 
for this aunt, who has grown up 
with them, to whom they are de- 
voted, and who has sacrificed the 
best part of her youth and life 
to them. 

“She has remonstrated, rea- 
soned, suffered and toiled again 
and again to prevent a separa- 
tion between Mrs. Dickens and 
me. Mrs. Dickens has often ex- 
pressed to her her sense of her 
affectionate care and devotion in 
ner home—never more strongly 
than within the last 12 months. 

“For some years past, Mrs. 
Dickens has been in the habit 
of representing to me_ that it 
would be better for her to go 
away and live apart; that her al- 
ways increasing estrangement 
made a mental disorder under 
which she sometimes labors— 
more, that she felt herself unfit 
for the life she had to lead as 
my wife and that she would be 
better far away. I have uniform- 
ly replied that we must bear our 
misfortune, and fight the fight 
out to the end; that the children 
were the first consideration, and 
that I feared they must bind us 
together ‘ia “ppearance.’ 

“At length, within these three 
weeks, it was suggested to me 
by Forster that even for their 
sakes, it would surely be better 
to reconstruct and rearrange 
their unhappy home. I empow- 
ered him to treat with Mrs. 
Dickéns, as the friend of both of 
us for one-and-twenty years. 
Mrs. Dickens wished to add on 
her part, Mark Lemon, and did 
so. On Saturday last Lemon 
wrote to Forster that Mrs. Dick- 
ens ‘gratefully and thankfully’ 
accepted the terms that | pro- 
posed to her. 

“Of the pecuniarv part of 
them, I will only say that I be- 
lieve they are as generous as if 
Mrs. Dickens were a lady of dis- 
tinction, and I a man of fortune. 
The remaining parts of them are 
easily described—my eldest gir! 
to keep my house; both my girls 
and all my children but the eld- 
est one, to live with me, in the 
continued companionship of their 
Aunt Georgina, for whom they 
have all the tenderest affection 
that I have ever seen among 
young people, and who has a 
higher claim (as I have often de- 
clared for many years) upon my 
affection, respect and gratitude 
than anybody in the world. 

‘| hope that no one who may 
become acquainted with what | 
write here can possibly be so 
cruel and unjust, as to put any 
misconstruction on our separa- 
tion, so far. My elder children 
all understand it perfectly, and 
all accept it as inevitable. There 
is not a shadow of doubt or con- 
cealment among us—my eldest 
son and I are one as to ii all. 


ANOTHER WOMAN MENTIONED. 


“Two wicked persons who 
should have spoken very differ- 
ently of me, in consideration of 
earned respect and_= gratitude, 
have (as I am told, and indeed 
to my personal knowledge) cou- 
pled with this separation the 
name of a young lady for whom 
1 have a great attachment and 
regard. i will not repeat her 
name—lI honor it too much. 
Upon my soul and honor, there 
is not on this earth a more spot- 
less and virtuous creature than 
this young lady. I know her to 
be innocent and pure, and as 
good as my own dear daughters. 
Further, | am quite sure that 
Mrs. Dickens, having received 
this assurance from me, must 
now believe it, in the respect | 
know her to have for me, and 
in the perfect confidence | know 
her, in her better moments, to 
repose in mv truthfulness. 

“On this head again, there is 
not a shadow of doubt or con- 
cealment between my _ children 
and me. All this is open and 
plain among us, as though we 
were brothers and sisters. They 
are perfectly certain that I would 
not deceive them, and the confi- 
dence among us is without a 
fear. Gc. i" 

Then there was this note: 

“May 29, 188. 

“It having been stated to us 
that in reference to the differ- 
ences which have resulted in the 
separation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Dickens certain state- 
ments have been circulated that 
such differences are occasioned 
by circumstances deeply affect- 
ing the moral character of Mr. 
Dickens and compromising the 
reputation and good name of 
others, we solemnly declare that 


we now disbelieve such  state- 

ments. We know that they are . 
not believed by Mrs. Dickens, and 
we pledge ourselves on all occa- 
sions to contradict them, as en- 
tirely destitute of foundation.’”’ 

Appended were the signatures of 
Mrs. Hogarth, Dickens’ mother-in- 
law, and her youngest daughter, 
Helen. 

Two letters Dickens wrote his 
wife in 1865 and 1867 are sugges- 
tive of the completeness of the 
breach between them. The 13865, 
letter must be a reply to an inquiry 
from Mrs. Dickens after a railway 
accident of that year: 

Dear Catherine—I thank you 
for your letter. I was in the car- 
riage that did not go over the 
bridge, but which caught on one 
side and hung suspended over 
the ruined parapet. I am shaken 
but not by that shock. Two or 
three hours’ work afterwards 
among the dead and dying sur- 
rounded by terrific sights, render 

‘my hand unsteady. 
Affectionately. 

The 1867 letter is equally un- 
compromising: 

My Dear Catherine—I am glad 
to receive your letter, and to ac- 
cept and reciprocate your good 
wishes. Severely hard work lies 


before me; but that is not.a ne 
thing in my life, and | am con- 
tent to go my way and do it. 
Affectionately yours.

our future happiness. 

We humbly pray Almighty Fa- 
ther for our dear children, that 
Thou wilt vouchsafe to watch 
over and preserve them from all 
danger and evil; for ourselves 
that Thou wilt prolong our lives 
and health and energies and suc- 
cess for may years, for their 
dear sakes; and for them and us 
that Thou wilt grant us cheer- 
fulness of spirit, tranquillity and 
contentmcnt. That we may be 
honest and true in all our deal- 
ings, and gentle and merciful to 
the faults of others; remember- 
ing of how much gentleness and 
mercy we Stand in need our- 
selves. That we may earnestly 
try to live in Thy true faith, 
honor and love, and in charity 
and good-will with all our fellow 
creatures. That we may worship 
Thee in every beautiful and won- 
derful thing Thou hast made;

Argentine Position 
On Wheat in Doubt 


LONDON, May 16.—(#)—Ten days 
of private negotiations between the 
big four wheat delegates ended to- 
night, leaving in doubt the question 
whether Argentina can be prevented 
from breaking the 1933 wheat agree- 
ment. 

A report of the deliberations was 
being sent to the governments con- 
cerned, including the United States, 
Canada, Australia and Argentina. 

It was indicated that the report 
includes a tentative compromise ar- 
rangement under which no set amount 
would be loaned to Argentina on her 
quota under existing wheat export 
agreements. 

It was known that during final ses- 
sions a firm demand was presented 
that Argentina reform its wheat sales 
practices before getting a bigger slice 
of the world wheat market.

52 New Warships

WASHINGTON May 79.—(UP)— 
The administration soon will have 52 
new warships under construction in 
its program to lift the navy from sub- 
treaty standards. 

President Roosevelt, sending new 
appropriation requests to congress to- 
day, indicated he would earmark $40,- 
000,000 to start naval construction 
authorzed by the Vinson act. 

With this money, the navy plana 
soon to lay down 12 destroyers and 
six submarines. 

Already -building are 36 cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines financed 
by ea om allotments. 

The Vinson act authorized a five- 
year program of 101 new vessels and 
1,000 airplanes. Destroyers and sub- 
marines comprise most of the pre 
jected tonnage. Nearly all present de- 
stroyers are over age.

The plane which left Atlanta last 
night, an 18-passenger Condor, was 
due to reach New York at 5:40 a. m., 
eastern standard time, this morning.

Urged for Carolina 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—(4)— 
Establishment in North Carolina of 
10 regional areas of approximately 


1,000 acres each on which needy 
families would be put to work in an 
effort to mrake them self-sustaining 
was recommended today by Mrs. 
Thomas O’Berry, federal relief direc- 
tor for that state, as an experiment 
in rural rehabilitation she believes 
will prove successful. 

Mrs. O’Berry’s recommendations 
were submitted to Lawrence West- 
brook, director of the rural rehabili- 
tation division of the federal emer- 
gency relief administration, at a con- 
ference of state directors. Westbrook 
took the plan under consideration,

I suppose that there is an instinct 


to kill in the human race, regardless 
of what the psychologists may have 
to say about the general subject of 
instincts. Certainly it is not thougat- 


- fulness that leads the boys of At- 


lanta to pump up airguns and send 
pellets of steel through the head or 
wing of a mockingbird. If the boys 
would only confine ther attentions 
to sparrows and starlings I would sit 
on the side lines “and cheer, but 
they do not. The more brilliant the 
bird the less are its chances of sur- 
vival through a gauntlet of slingshots, 
air rifles, and small-bore guns that 
the boys. in Atlahta are wielding 
with deadly effect on our song birds. 

The subject of this slaughter has 
been written about in so many ways 
that it has become extremely distaste- 
ful to me. So much sentimental slush 
has been slung about the birds that 
I marvel at their ability to fly in 
spite of it. I have no. sympathy for 
the extremist who doesn’t know one 
bird from another but goes into rap- 
tures over the “joys of loving the 
buhrrds!” Why do so many people 
fall into the catch phrase of “bird 
lovers?’ And would one with an equal 
and intellectual interest 
ever be called a snake lover? 


In a word, there are enough cold | 


facts on the economic value of birds 
for any father to stay the hand of 


the son who would kill them. I have 
| said 


before, and shall say many 


in snakes | 


times to come, that birds make life 
possible for mankind on the earth. I 
shall not detail any of the statistics 
on the value of birds here unless you 
ask for it, for statistics as a rule 
are very poor reading. You can get 
the proof of the value of birds from 
any first-rate bird book on the mar- 
ket or in the library. If you don’t 
know where to look. I will be glad 
to tell you. 

It has recently been suggested to 
me that’ there be a law passed pro- 
hibiting any child under 16 from 
having a a of any sort. I am muet 
emphatically against that sort of 
thing. There is not a better way in 
the world to meke a boy break over 
against your wishes than to forbid 
any and everything that appeals to 
him. Shooting is close to his heart. 
You can sublimate the desire to shoot 
birds by setting up and maintaining 
a good rifle range. Do not forbid, 
but direct. the shooting activities of 
your son, and appeal to his instinctive 
honor to protect’ the birds, not sen- 
timentally, but logically. Children 
like the facts, and when they under- 
stand them they have the courage of 
their young convictions to live up to 
them. Give them the facts on the 
value of birds, unadorned with any 
frills or sentiment, appeal to them 
to protect the birds, and you are 
going to see results. My child will 
have a rifle when she is six. but she 
will kill no songbirds.

| Market Outlook | 


MAX BUCKINGHAM 


NEW YORK, May 16.—(UP)— 
Millions of dollars are idle in banks, 
seeking investment sources, yet trad- 
ing on the expansive floor of the New 
York Stock Exchange slowly is droop- 
ing. ‘Today’s transactions dropped to 
720,000 shares, one of the smallest 
days of the year. 

Prices were erratic. About an even 
division of plus and minus signs ap- 
peared in the final tabluation. Most 
price changes were fractional, save 
in a few special groups and issues. 

Tonight nothing had appeared indi- 
cating a break in the trading jam. 
Only one possibility loomed and that 
was in the silver conference in Wash- 
ington between silver legislators, 
treasury officials and the president. 
Hopes of traders have been buoyed s0 
often by false cheer on silver legisla- 
tion that a very conservative view 
was taken tonight of the conference. 
Silver issues were chief weaknesses 1n 
today’s stock market. 


TRADING PROBLEMS. 

Meanwhile, traders and_ brokers 
sought an explanation or an answer 
to the current market. Listed among 
the various points before traders were 
such problems as: 

How much has the current indus- 
trial decline, much of which is sea- 
sonal, been discounted? 

Some traders believe any decline 
has been over-discounted already. 

Steel production is still high but 
recessions can be expected any time 
now. Electric power production con- 
tinues to make an excellent showing, 
gaining over last year when business 
was on the upgrade. Railroad car- 
loadings are declining some. 


SITUATION MUDDLED. 

Again there is belief the market 
already has discounted the so-called 
“evils” of the bill. Yet there con- 
tinues to be talk in the street of trad- 
ing drifting to other markets. One 
report said plans were under way for 
an “international market” in Toronto. 

Meanwhile President Roosevelt was 
represented as favoring the federal 
trade commission having. control of 


the market, as against the senate plan 


for an independent commission, ‘and 
also approving a definite margin 
clause. The house clause calls for 
45 per cent margin, that is 49 per 
cent of the purchase price. The 
stock exchange today pointed out that 
the house bill does not really fix a 
margin requirement but limits the 
loan value on a security to 55 per cent 
of the current market price. This 


way the margin is 81 per cent, inas- 


much as margins are calculated on 
percentage of the debt. The “Street” 
does not favor federal trade commis- 
sion control and a margin clause. 

Commodities? 

Various weather reports continue to 
make cotton and grain markets sen- 
sitive. They are dangerous points for 
speculation at the moment, inasmuch 
as quick breaks can come in. 

All in all, traders tonight were 
warned that sidelines continue to 
present the safest position at the mo- 
ment, certainly until some definite 
industrial or legislative move is made.

_ Reduction of Georgia’s 159 coun- 
ties to 41 will be sought in the 1935 
legislature by Senator Walter A. 
Sims, of Fulton county and the 35th 
district, in the event he is re-elected, 
he announced Wednesday. 

Sims will present a measure design- 
ed to reducc the counties and thus cur 
the cost of government in the short 
session slated for next January. 

In announcing his intention, Sims 
explained that county consolidation is 
conceded to be one of the most impor- 
tant issues facing the 1935 legisla- 
ture. 

“Most of the counties are  pros- 
trated by debt because they have not 
sufficient property values to support 
necessary county activities.”

“A reduction of the counties 
would curtail the present drain on the 
state to supplement county funds by 
various means. I am not wedded to 
any particular program, but. expect 
to urge consolidation on a compre- 
hensive plan.” 

Under the general Sims plan, the 
limits of Fulton county would not be 
changed at all, he said. 

Sims’ statement followed prepara- 
tion of a county reduction program 
by Ivan Allen, civic leader and for- 
mer president of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who for years has 
been a staunch advocate of consoli- 
dation.

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GUILTY OF MURDER 


Troup Jury Convicts 
Hammett; Mate Gets 
Life in Boozer Case. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., May 16.—A 
Troup county superior court jury this 
afternoon found John T, Hammett, 


farmer, guilty of the murder of How- 
ard Boozer a few minutes after a sec- 
ond jury had convicted Hammett’s 
wife with recommendation of mercy. 
Joint indictments charged the couple 
with the murder last December 18 of 
Boozer and Mike Bowman, neighbors, 
in the Marrisonville district, 

The jury deliberating the fate of 
Hammett was out 24 hours. . 

A CWA workers last Decen#be 
found the beaten and shot riddled 
bodies of the two victims in a light 
truck belonging to Hammett and iden- 
tified Hammett and his wife as the 
two persons who fled from the scene. 
A negro witness told of hearing Ham- 
mett order his wife to bring him his 
shotgun and shells as Boozer and 
Bowman approached the house. 

The jury returned a verdict of guil- 
ty of murder without mercy recom- 
mendation, sending Hammett to the 
electric chair, soon after his wife re- 
ceived the life term. Sentence is ex- 
pected to be imposed by Judge Lee 
Wyatt tomorrow.
